FOREST? HMUIS, N.Y., Sept, 6— | British Editor Says Great Britain 


Has Never Refused to Admit 
Canadian Cattle 


WINNIPEG, Sept. 6,—(Canadian 
Press.)——''We have never refused to 
admit Canadian cattle to Great Brit- 
ain," said J. 8S, MacDonald, editor of 
the London Farmer and Stock Breed- 
er, discussing the embargo on store 
stock in Great Britaln, “but we pre- 
scribe the conditions under which 
they are accepted. We Insist that im- 
ported cattle shall be fat and ready 
for slaughter. 

“In this it is not implied that there 
is any disease of an infectious nature 
on the American continent, but it 
has now become a sacttled policy from 
which stock owners have gained much 
confidence and the industry of stock 
breeding more power. i see in the 
newspaper press that ‘the embargo 
on Canadian cattle’ is frequently used 
ag a headline. Let me say that there 
is no specific embargo. The law ap- 
plies to all cattle, sheep and pigs not 
in a fat state and from whatever 
source outside of the British Isles 

“It ts difficult for Canadians not 
acquainted with agricultural condi- 
tions on the other side to realize the 
importance we attach to our live- 
stock resources, Fattening is a small 
industry by comparison and although 
its importance is not to be minimized, 
very little and distinctly local would 
be the support given to a suggested 
change of policy. 

“The power to regulate imports is 
taken under the Diseases of Animals 
act, which Is the main statute bear- 
irs on the subject, but it is a com- 
pletely unjustified inference that all 
store sheep and cattle excluded must 
necessarily be under a cloud of sus-

*The showing of grains and grasses 
and garden vegetables at the Peace 
River annual summer fair held Friday 
and Monday of last week wae excep- 
tlonally good. All of the classes | were 
well filled nd in the majorit of 
lasses competition was quile kee 
The entries of Mvestock, although in- 


cluding some eplendid animals, were | 


not as large in mumbers as in some 
previous years. The fair coming in the 
middle of a rushing harvest season, 
cupled with the fact that the extibi- 
tion, which wae to be held on Friday 
and Saturday, had to be postponed ‘be- | 
cause of the heavy rains on Friday | 
evening and Saturday, until Montay, 
after getting a good start on Friday, 
The attendance, however, was large 
on footh days. 
High Class Attractions 

The grandstand attractions and the 
sporting events were of an exception- 
ally high order. The Martin children 
put on an excellent performance that 
outrivalled even their previous record. 
The May-Gorman aeroplane, ‘which 
was one of the principal attractions, 
wag the first plane ever seen in the 
district. Appearing on the southern 
skyline Thursday evening piloted by 
Capt. ‘‘Wop.” May, it marked an 
epoch in the history of Peace River. 
The performances, which were of an 
exceptionally high order, gave hun- 
dreds of people who had never seena 
plane before an opportunity of view- 
ing one at close range, and the spin- 
ning, nose diving and the various oth- 
er stunts through which ‘the machine 
was guided, gave them an opportunity 
of seeing the wonderful possibilities of 
air travel. Unfortunately the country 
in the immediate vicinity of the town 
{s so rough that it’was impossible to 
find a suitable landing place and the 
machine had to be landed on a sand 
bar on the river. This prevented Capt. 
May from taking up passengers. 

Sexsmith Wins in Baseball
